Charles 
the Twelfth followed the Opera, in which Miss Pearson made her first 
appearance for the season as Eudiga, and played with great spirit and 
naiveté; her ballad of ‘ Rise gentle Joon’ was charmingly sung and 
rapturously encored. Wallack personated .4dam Brock most cleverly, 
giving to the joviality of the character great breadth of humor without 
coarseness. Farren and Harley were excellent in their old parts.—

Miss Romer’s rich tones told admirably in the concerted pieces, with 
_which the Opera abounds, and she gave her songs in a very brilliant 
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manner. ‘Qh, hour of joy,” elicited a rapturous encore. Pearson, 
Wilson, Morley, Stansbury, and Miss Cawse, executed their portion 
of the music, in a way which must increase their fame ; nor ought the 
chorus singers to go without their due share of praise, for they kept 
time admirably. The National Anthem was called for, and sang by 
the whole operatic corps in fine style. The Youthful Queen was the 
afterpiece.
